reply Owens was absent from the meeting, and although repeatediy 
invited to come forward and speak he repeated his Sacramento tac- 
tics on the seven hundred and thirty-one ballots when he did not vote 
and dodged the issue. We feel sorry for Owens. The spectacle that 
he affords here in his home town is so despicable that with the kind- 
est feeling for him we can only feel sorrow. ‘No insult is too gross, 
no statement too insulting, no charge too serious to keep him from 
dodging it. What sympathy should not we feel for a man placed 
in such a position among those who have known him all his life. It 
is to weep. It is to feel that one life has been wrecked, and that 
there is nothing before him in the future. Even if he should not be 
recalled, through the carelessness of the voters, he will still have been 
silent so often when he should have spoken that only pity can reach 
the depths where he has fallen. Alas, Poor Owens, he might have 
been honored and respected in the community but instead he aNows 
any one to call him what they please and knowing the justice of the 
charges dares not reply. His silence is a coiifession of guilt. 


GET RID OF THE FLY. 


We trust that every reader of the News read the very interest- 
ing article on flies that Health Commissioner Blake contributed te 


last Sunday’s paper. We say we trust that every one read it, be- 
cause everyone can help carry out the suggestions that it contains. 

For many years medicine was a haphazzard science. Experi- 
ments were made by physicians and they ascertained that this or 
that remedy cured, or improved a patient suffering from a given 
disease, and they applied the remedy, but why it bettered their con. 
ditions, or why they gave the remedy other than that it had suc- 
ceeded with others no doctor could have told you. : 

Though it is many years sinee Hypocrates first leetured, med- 
icine is a very modern science, really it is the most modern of all the 
sciences. It has been only a few years, within the memory of many 
persons now living that medicine began to be conducted along scien- 
tifie lines, and that doctors began to study the origin of a given dis- 
ease. When the discovery was made that rabies could be eured by 
itinoculation, which was a development of the theory that small pox 
could be cured by vaccination, the first progress of importance was 
made in medicine. Doctors began to be scientists. They were no 
longer working along haphazzard lines, and the result has been that 
medicine has made more progress during, the last twentyfive years 
than it made in as many centuries before. oe 

Physicians today go down to the root of the evil. They find out 
what causes the disease, they study it at its very inception, and as a 
result they are getting rid of diseases permanently. They in a word 
are now going on the theory that a preventative is better than a cute. 

It. is in accord with that idea that the discovery has been made 
that malaria is due to mosquitoes, that yellow fever has the sam: 
origin, with the results that the Campaignia below Rome which has 
been unhealthy for ages before Christ, and Havana and Panama 
which were the plague spots of the earth are now more healthy than 
Richmond or San Francisco. ‘ 

Pursuing the same line of investigatin further it was discovered 
that various kinds of insects carried disease, or produce 
the number are flies. 

The fly was formerly looked upon as the most harmless of the 


it, and among 


animal kingdom, but today we know that he is one of the most danv- 
erous and that flies kill far more human beings annually than all 
the tigers, lions and wild animals in the world, The fly therefor> 
must go. 

The methods by which the fly spreads disease has been so aptly 
illustrated all over the state by the health department that perhaps 


it is hardly necessary to’ point out that it flies upon a sick person 
rests upon a sore, or lights upon some decayed food, or other sub- 
stances and carries the disease germs to the next place where it rests 
again, upon its feet. The result is that disease is spread and thous- 
ands of persons are made ill, who are never able to even guess from 
whence their sickness came. 

It would appear only reasonable that knowing the danger from 
flies they would be driven out of the country as rigorously as mos- 
quitoes are in Panama. But strange as it may appear many persons 
prefer to bury their relatives or be buried themselves rather than to 
take the little trouble needed to exterminate the fly. 

As with the mosquito the way to get rid of the fly is not to kilt 
the adults, but to destroy the eggs and germs from which the fly de- 
velops. The fly lays her eggs in dirt cans, and especially in the 
manure in stables. If housewives will cover the one and stable keep- 
ers get rid of the other an enormous amount of disease will be pre- 
vented. It is not a costly way to save life, and it requires only a 
little care on the part of every one. Then too, garbage carts should 
not be allowed to drive around uncovered. In a word the fly should 
have no place to lay its eggs, and then it would not be a year before 
the pest of flies will have disappeared. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that aside from the sanitary 
side of the question the comfort of not being pestered with flies is 
well worth the trouble required to exterminate them. 

The suggestion of Commissioner Blake to swat the fly is excel. 
lent, but it would take all humanity an eternity to exterminate him 
by swatting. Better stop his breeding. The way is simply to cover 
all refuse and filth and the flies will pass into history. 


IS OWENS A COWARD?

HOW DO THE TAXPAYERS LIKE THE TUNNEL BILLS? 


Now that the building of the tunnel has once more begum, how 
do the taxpayers like the bill for nothing that they have to foot? 
Think of it you who are paying taxes out of your daily earnings, of 
paying $55 a day for nothing? Do you like that plan? How do 
you like spending $6,000 for a street that is not a street? How long 
would it take you gertle reader, if you be working for wages to earn 
the $25,000 that has been wasted? How much of your wages has 
gone birdnesting? Those are pertinent questions, They are ques- 
tions which interest every taxpayer in Richmond and which there. 
fore shpuld have their careful consideration. 

If every member of the city council had been paid such salaries 
as a city commissioner receives in a town of this size, would the city 
have spent as much money as it has thrown away? Would it have 
had all sorté of legal troubles? Would it be now facing a loss of 
thousands? It is a very false economy to allow the city’s affairs to 
be run by a board who work for love, and who have that excuse to 
give for their incompetency? It is cheaper to employ competent men 
who will attend to their business, who have some legal, and some en- 
gineering ability, than it is to place the direction of city affairs in 
the hands of people who however well their intentions, can lay no 
claim to either. The city should be run along business lines. Is 
there a taxpayer in Richmond who does not endorse those ideas. 


GET UP THE PETITION. 


The first thing to do to secure a change in the city government 
is to petition for a special election. It has to be granted if there 
are names enough signed to it, and there should be no difficulty in 
getting all the signatures twice over that are required after the 
experience this town has had with its incompetent present city 
government. 

We should be glad to see the mayor, who has shown such com- 
mendable zeal for the best interests of the city, lead the new move- 
ment. He knows from his experience across the Atlantic what a 
commission form of government is and what, powers the new charter 
should have. He can show himself at once as a true progressive, 
not in a party sense, because there is no party polities in city mat. 
ters, but in the broadest sense of the term. Around him will rally 
all the best elements in the community, because there is a general 
demand for a first class charter, and when the new government is | 
inaugurated no doubt the people, recognizing his work for reform, | 
will give him a chance to help establish the new and better govern- | 
ment in our midst. 


We again eall attention to the faet that the next Legislatur. | 
must give this city an appropriation of $100,000 for its harbor if | 
the appropriation which Congress is undoubtedly going to make 
for that purpose is to beeome available.

That is a very 
important matter that the voters of this town should not over- 
look. 


The next session of the Legislature will lack many of the pie- 
turesque features of the sessions for many years past: Carl Browne 
will be missed; he is dead. And now ‘‘Rough Neck’’ Teesdale has 
started for Washington, as his successor with Kelly’s army of the 
unemployed. ‘‘Legislature’’ Smith died several years ago, and now 
none of the eccentric old characters of the past are left to orna- 
ment either the Senate, the Assembly or the lobbies.
